Ramie is a fiber plant of an- 
cient origin and age-long use; be- 
use it'is pow being grown in 
‘anal Point district on a larg- 
scale and with more prospect 
commercial success than evcr 
befare in the many years of ex- 
periment with it in the Everglades 
it-is worth while to consider it, 
starting with a dictionary defini 
tion: 

Ramie talay rami Boeh- 
heria nivea). An East Asiatic 
urticaceous plant with broad 
leaves white ‘on the ‘under. sur- 
face, being thus distinguished 
from rhea: It is much ‘cufti- 
' vated for itb fiber. 2. The ex- 
tensively used bast of this plant. 

It is stronger than hemp, has a 

silky luster, and is capable of 

being spun and woven into finé 
fabrics. 


| That -word “urticdceous” shows 


that ramie, belongs, botanically, to 
the nettle family, and, the ` fact 
that some kinds of nettles’ grow 
(wild in the Everglades suggests 
that the cultivated varieties also 
thrive. 


The. site of plantings that are 
now being made is section 29 of 
township 42 range 38, on the 
southeast side of state road No.
